Trap, Neuter, Return offers truly humane way to help cats

TEWKSBURY - 420,000 little 
kitties. That’s the potential 
number of offspring two breed- 
ing cats could produce in seven 
years. While that number is 
somewhat suspect, since it 
assumes all those cats will sur- 
vive in the wild when the kitten 
mortality rate is closer to 50 
percent, it certainly grabs the 
attention of cat lovers and 
health officials. Yet, few realize 
that Tewksbury has a feral cat 
problem and health director 
Lou-Ann Clement is taking 
steps to find a way to reduce it, 
humanely, 

Working closely with the 

Billerica Cat Care Coalition, a 
four-year-old group of dedicat- 
ed volunteers, Clement hopes 
to create a similar group in 
bury to help deal with 
its in the community. 
“] just think it is important to 
get the feral cats under control 
before we're overrun with 
them,” said Clement. 

Feral cats were either born in 
the wild or lost or abandoned 
domesticated cats, They usual- 
ly live in colonies, right under 
our noses. People often see cats 
in their neighborhoods and just 
believe it is a neighbor's cat 
when in fact most are part of 
these feral colonies. ‘Tewksbury 
has colonies all over town, as 
do all communities across the 
country. Even pricey communi- 
ties like Carlisle, Bedford, and 
Lexington have feral cat popu- 
lations, according to BCCC

“Over 70 percent of cats 
brought into shelters are 


habitats or colonies. 
During the veteri- 
narian care, cats 
also receive rabies 
and distemper 
vaccinations and 
have an ear 
“tipped,” which enables 
volunteers to recognize those 
cats in the future. Tipped ears 
have a small notch taken out, 
under anesthesia, which does 
not hurt the animal but does 
help the volunteer effort. 
Studies show that trap-neuter- 
return offers the most success- 
ful method of stabilizing and 
maintaining healthy feral cat 
colonies, at the least cost to 
local governments and resi- 
dents, while providing the best 
life to the animals. According 
to the Feral Cat Coalition, 
spaying and neutering home- 
less cats stabilizes the popula- 
tion at manageable levels, is 
humane to the animals, 
reduces or eliminates annoying 
behaviors associated with mat- 
ing, and is more effective and 
less costly than repeated 
attempts at extermination. 


“The costs for repeatedly 
trapping and killing feral 
colonies are far higher than 
promoting stable, non-breeding 
colonies in the same location,” 
says the FCC on its website, 
feralcat.com. “Vacated areas 
are soon filled by other cats 
who start the breeding process 
over again.” 

So, why put the feral cats 
back? DuBois says that most of 
these cats fear humans and do 
not want to be indoors. 
Additionally, there just aren’t 

foster homes or cages 
to house all the feral cats. The 
answer instead lies with reduc- 
ing the population through 
spay and neuter programs. 

“We're really strong about the 
return for adults, but kittens 
are not put back out,” said 
DuBois. “As long as the kittens 
are ok, they can be brought in 
for fostering and adoptions. 
Most are adopted at 7 to 8 
weeks old.” 

Indeed, just this week BCCC 
rescued a mother cat and her 
litter that was found in 
Tewksbury. Three of the kittens 
were blind and now on medica- 
tion. DuBois says two will like- 
ly regain a portion of their eye- 
sight. Another may need $1,000 
in medication and surgeries. 
Yet, that cat will only be adopt- 
ed out for $125. Adult adoption 
fees are only $90. Most of those 
fees will go to helping other 
cats. 

Indeed, once per month 80-125 
feral cats spayed or neutered 
for free at a borrowed MSPCA 
facility as part of the program. 

Again, this program takes no 
money from the town. Instead, 
a vibrant fundraising program, 
which includes the annual 
Chocolate Tasting with live 


Jazz, silent auction, golf tour- 
naments, donations, and more. 
The monies raised go to pay for 
vet care, though DuBois prais- 
es Dr. Kim at Tewksbury 
Animal Hospital for helping 
BCCC fulfill its mission. 

By fundraising and imple- 
menting the program through 
volunteers, towns have fewer 
calls to animal control. The life 
expectancy of a feral cat, if not 
managed, about 3 to 5 years, 
while kittens have an over 50 
percent mortality rate. Though 
420,000 offspring is too high an 
estimate, 100-500 is . probably 
more reasonable according to 
studies through the Feral Cat 
Center. 7 

After the cats are returned to 
their colonies, caretakers, often 
home and business owners that 
put food out for cats as well as 
volunteers, monitor the popula- 
tion, watch for new cats to trap 
and spay, and help them 
through the winters, 

“About 85 percent of the cats 
we trap and neuter already 
have caretakers,” said DuBois. 
BCCC offers those caretakers 
winter shelters designed by 
BCCC engineers, made out of 
Styrofoam, and helps feed the 
animals with donations made 
by shoppers at Market Basket.

“Thus, I feel that the Board’s 
denial was erroneous as a mat- 
ter of law, and violated my 
legal rights as the applicant 
thereunder,” Santini wrote. 

The ABCC has scheduled a 
hearing for September 17. The 
town is currently drafting its 

ears memorandum and 
will prepared to stand 
Dehind t the Board’s decision. 

“We certainly have an obliga- 
tion to defend the position of 
the Board of Selectmen, which, 
I think, was a reasonable deci- 
sion based solely on the merits 
of the application,” said 
Wilmington Town Manager 


Michael Caira. “That is an 
area that the Board of 
Selectmen feel is not appropri- 
ate for a liquor store.” 

It is not just the geographical 
location at issue, Caira opined, 
but the make-up of the site 
itself. 

“It would be putting a liquor 
store inside a convenience 
store, which is a gas station and 
a drive-thru. Dunkin’ Donuts,” 
Caira said. “This is no reflec- 
tion at all on the ownership, but 
having liquor in there would 
put people in a dangerous situ- 
ation, with everything else that 
is already on the site.” 

Though liquor could only be 


sold during certain hours, the 
convenience store and gas sta- 
tion are open 24-hours. 

“It would be an unreasonable 
burden on the people working 
there,” Caira’ said. 

A joint pre-hearing memoran- 
dum between the Town and 
Santini Family, Inc. must be 
submitted to the ABCC prior_to 
the hearing. The pre-hearing 
memorandum must include the 
facts agreed upon by both par- 
ties, the facts contested by the 
parties, agreed and contested 
areas of law, a witness. list, 
summary of facts, and lists of 
exhibits.

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Canine Corner 


Dogs use the same senses we 
do to learn about and navigate 
in the world, but they do it a bit 
differently, Our typical priority 
is sight, sound, touch, smell, 
then taste. Dogs typically use 
smell then sound, sight, touch 
and taste to navigate and learn 
about the world. When dogs live 
with us they relate to us as if 
we were dogs too. 

Dogs don't really know 
they're dogs and they don't 
know we're people. Dogs, living 
with us, basically think we're 
the same as they are except we 
can seem handicapped. Dogs 
can only look at things from a 
canine perspective so they eval- 
uate our behavior from a 
canine standpoint. In the senso- 
ry tests we make pretty poor 
dogs. 

Smell: Rover wins paws down. 
He probably thinks I can't 
smell anything. It's estimated 
that his sense of smell is up to 
100,000 times better. Imagine 
walking into a restaurant and 
smelling each individual ingre- 
dient in each dish as a separate 
smell. To us the smells are all 
jumbled together. Rover howev- 
er, can detect and separate 
every smell. He has a special 
cavity in his nose which cap- 
tures smells and he also has 
special pathways from this cav- 
ity to his brain to process and 
store the information about the 
smells. This amazing capacity 
is almost beyond our imagina- 
tion, but given this ability, it's 
not surprising that it's their 
primary sense. 

Hearing: Rover hears our car 
when it turns onto our street,

seven houses away. Even if he's 
sleeping he wakes up and goes 
near the door. I usually don't 
hear the car at all; I don't know 
that Cathy is home until I hear 
the door to the house. I'm not a 
very good watchdog. Rover's 
hearing is about ten times bet- 
ter than mine. He can discrimi- 
nate between sounds even in his 
sleep. rye seen him wake up 
and look towards the window 
and a little while later someone 
walks by. 

Sight: Advantage me, right? 
Wrong or maybe we'll call it a 
draw. Rover can spot some- 
thing moving at much greater 
distances, but I'm better at dis- 
criminating details, especially 
up close. I can discern colors 
better.

But I don't really 
learn about the world by tast- 
ing it. Puppies and dogs will 
taste things, especially if the 
smell is enticing. I hear from 
people that their dogs are eat- 
ing things they shouldn't. Socks 
seem to be a favorite with some 


dogs and I’m guessing it's 
because our scent is really 
embedded in the socks. Even I 
can ‘scent’ the socks, that's 
enough for me to not want them 
in my mouth but there must be 
something Rover finds irre- 
sistible about the smell. They 
will eat rocks, bark, dirt and 
other things that probably taste 
like rocks and dirt. 

Ok so I am not a very good 
dog from a sensory standpoint. 
What does that have to do with 
my relationship with Rover? 
Rover already thinks I’m 
another dog, he interprets my 
body language from a canine 
perspective, he probably thinks 
I have the same sensory experi- 
ences he does. This puts me at 
a disadvantage when it comes 
to doing dog things. As I said 
I'm not a very good watchdog 
and part of the leader's job is to 
keep the pack safe. 

Games: When people play dog 
games they often lose. Chase is 
a favorite dog game. I know 
that I'm much slower than 
Rover. If I chase him there is no 
doubt as to the outcome. My 
two legs are no match for his 
four. I am not nearly as agile as 
he is either. 

Tug-of-War is another 
favorite. Rover cheats. He'll 
inch his teeth up the rope, give 
me a quick nip and I lose again.

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Former TMHS Hockey Player 
Walsh scores big 
joining Lawrence 
University staff

Former Tewksbury Memorial 
High School hockey player and 
graduate Sean Walsh has been 
continuing his success in the 
sport he’s been devoted to all of 
his life, But now he has taken 
the next step. 

Walsh recently joined the 
Lawrence University Vikings in 
Appleton, Wisconsin as an 
assistant coach for the 2008-2009 
season. The Vikings hired him 
following his first season of col- 
legiate coaching at Adrian 
College in Adrian, Michigan 
last year. 


While at Adrian College, 
Walsh assisted in all aspects of 


the American Collegiate 
Hockey Association men’s 
hockey team in their inaugural 
campaign. His work on the 
penalty kill and his recruiting 
efforts helped guide the Adrian 
Bulldogs to a solid opening sea- 
son. 

When asked why he decided to 
take the Division 3 coaching job 
in Wisconsin after coaching in 
Michigan last year, Walsh 
offered a couple of different 
reasons, 

“(First), I wanted to build a 
relationship with NCAA divi- 
sion three coaches and move 
my way up eventually,” said 
Walsh, who after graduating 
from TMHS in 2002 went on to 
graduate from Southern New 
Hampshire University four 
years later. “With the NCAA 
being bigger and nfore well- 
known especially in the east 
coast, I thought it would be a 
good move for me. But at the 
same time I also decided to 
come to (Lawrence University) 
to work for a coach who is high- 
ly respected, and I'll get a lot of 
valuable learning experiences 
in all different kinds of the 
game.” 

The head coach of the 
Vikings, Mike Szkodzinski, said 
he is absolutely thrilled to have 
Walsh as an assistant coach 
next to him as he thinks he will 
do a great job recruiting play- 
ers for this upcoming hockey 
season, 

“Beyond the very energetic 
hard-working guy that Sean is, 
I think (our team) is real lucky 
to have a guy who wants to 
recruit for us and who wants to 
get involved in. all aspects,” 
said Szkodzinski. “I think Sean 
can do a great job for us at 
spreading the word about our 
team in even more areas than 
we've been able to recruit over 
the last few years.” 

Since taking the job at 
Lawrence University, Walsh 
said he has enjoyed traveling to 
many different parts of North 
America while trying to recruit 
the best hockey players for the 
Lawrence University program. 

“I've been to places that I 
never though I would go to,” 
said Walsh, who did not play 
hockey at, SNU but played pro- 
fessionally for the Class ‘A’ 
Danville Pounders of Illinois 
for one season after his senior 
year at SNU. “I’ve been to 
Saskatchewan, Canada, and 
I'm going to Sioux City, Iowa in 
a couple of weeks. I will also be 
going to British Columbia for 
recruiting soon after that, and

I'll be coming to New England 
two different times this year as 
well. 

“So I'll get a good feel of all of 
North American Hockey and 
T'll be able to compare and con- 
trast different leagues. For me 
it’s just a great experience as I 
get to meet different people and 
move up in the ladder.” 

Walsh added that he does not 
think he would be in the posi- 
tion he is now if it wasn’t for his 
former high school hockey 
coach Bob Ware. 

“One of the reasons I wanted 
to go into coaching is because 
of the good high school coach 
that I had in Bob Ware,” said 
Walsh, who played for Ware at 
TMHS for three years before 
Ware left to be an assistant 
coach at UMass Lowell during 
his senior season. “I have 
learned a lot from Bob, and he 
is the main reason that I want- 
ed to get into coaching. He’s 
helped me a lot getting into it 
and throughout my coaching 
career so far. I'll still call him 
every couple of weeks, and he’ll 
always give me advice on some 
detailed coaching things.” 

Ware is not surprised that 
Walsh has found a career in 
hockey, as Ware said he was 
one of the most committed 
hockey players he has ever 
coached. 

“Sean was one of the most 
dedicated hockey players that 
I've ever been associated with,” 
said Ware. “His passion for the 
game was unmatchable, and he 
was just a kid who lived and 
died hockey. He wasn’t one of 
our most talented kids, but his 
work ethic was what made him 
successful.” 

Walsh is hoping his work ethic 
will help him reach his goal of 
bringing the Vikings team a 
final four appearance this sea- 
son, 

“This season, our team wants 
to make in to the final four in 
the Northern Collegiate Hockey 
Association, which is the 
league we play in,” said Walsh. 
“What happens is once 4 team 
gets in it, it’s a one-game elim- 
ination and anything can hap- 
pen. So our goal is to make it to 
the final four in the NCHA and 
see what happens from there.” 

Walsh, who worked at the 
Superskills Ice Hockey Rink in 
Tewksbury from 2004 to the 
summer of 2007, said he hopes 
he can reach his own personal 
aspiration of becoming a high 
ranked coach in the future. 

“My goal is to eventually be a 
NCAA Division 1 assistant 
coach or a NCAA Division 3 
head coach somewhere,” said 
Walsh. 

For now Walsh will be trying 
to make a name for himself at 
Lawrence University, and 
Szkodzinski believes that hav- 
ing him has an assistant coach 
will definitely have a positive 
impact on the Vikings team for 
many more years to come. 

“I think having an assistant 
like Sean who's eager to get out 
on the road and make contact 
with all the different leagues 
should only help us for not only 
this year’s recruiting class but 
for years down the road by giv- 
ing our university more expo- 
sure,” said Szkodzinski, who

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A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


The Mill in the Land of Nod 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - A large por- 
tion of North Wilmington is his- 
torically referred to as the 
Vand of Nod. The name, of 
cdurse, comes from the Biblical 
story in Genesis of Cain being 
banjshed to the Land of Nod, 
east of Eden, for slaying his 
brother Abel. 
‘The land of that name in 
North Wilmington is roughly 

i as being north of 
Sélem Street and east of the 


railroad tracks. 
‘The land was set-aside in 1642 
as compensation to 


Charlestown for land that was 
used to establish the town of 
Woburn, Charlestown was given 
3,000 acres, which was beyond 
the domain of any established 
churches. The land was then 
given to ten prominent citizens. 

It was in this land that a 
sawmill was built in 1695, where 
Martin's Brook crosses Salem 
Street, near the current loca- 
tion of Shea’s Concrete. One 
early owner of the mill is said 
to have been Samuel Sewall, 
who was one of the judges at 
the Salem witch trials, 

The mill is referred to in Asa 
Sheldon’s book, “Wilmington 
Farmer.” Sheldon bought the 
mill in 1808, He doesn’t refer to 
a specific location of the mill, 
but it was undoubtedly the Nod 
Mill.

Sheldon wrote: “In 1807, I was 
hired by Major Aaron Pearson, 
and came to Wilmington, where 
I soon made the acquaintance 
of Mr. Jabez Gowing’s family.”

Sheldon continues, “Mr. 
Pearson owned a saw mill in 
company with two others, and 
much of my business was lum- 
bering, a kind of work that suit- 
ed me. 

“When about 20 years of age, I 
bought the said saw mill in 
company with John Nelson.” 

A year later, Sheldon fell 
under a loaded wagon at the 
mill and his left leg was shat- 
tered. His leg was very nearly 
amputated, but Sheldon would- 
n't allow it. “No man shall cut 
my leg off while I have my 
senses,” he vowed. “If I lose my 
senses and it is cut off, and I 
can find out who did it, I will 
shoot him.” 

Dr. Kittridge sat with Sheldon 
in a vigil, applying a dressing 
every 15 minutes. The leg was 
not amputated, and Sheldon 
survived. 

Sheldon; in the next chapter, 
wrote that he boarded at 
Joshua Harnden’s tavern, for 
the adantage of being nearer 
the mill. He bought a woodlot 
on Andover Street. 

Another reference to the mill 


our goal to help each child

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is to be found in “Harnden 
Tavern Tales,” written by Alice 
Dillaway. She was a descendant 
of the Brown family. 

Dr. Silas Brown purchased the 
Harnden Tavern in 1818, and 
the Brown family owned it for 
125 years. Then in 1827, Dr. 
Brown purchased the Nod Mill 
and his son, John Huse Brown 
took over operations. He mar- 
ried Charlotte Stimpson. In 
1833, Dr. Brown bought a house 
for them near the mill, along 
with a parcel of land. There 
they had eight children, seven 
of whom lived to adulthood. 
Then in 1852, the Mill House 
burned. They were able to save 
most of their possessions, but 
John Brown was_ severely 
injured. Dr. Brown took them in 
at the Harnden Tavern. 

Charlotte Stimson Brown, 
along with her mother and her 
children, left Wilmington and 
settled in Philadelphia. John 
Brown remained in the care of 
his father, the doctor. 

Silas Brown Jr. operated the 
mill during the Civil War, man- 
ufacturing “flannel boards.” 
They were used by the textile 
mills for wrapping flannel fab- 
ric, to be made into military 
uniforms for the troops of the 
Union Army. 

After the Civil War, the mill 
went idle. In 1885, Silas Brown, 
Jr. wrote to a Mr. M. T. 


and remain safe within a func- 
tioning and supportive family.”

“My mill is an up-and-down 
sawmill, one saw a winter 
and spring mill.

West Nile Virus is a blood- 
borne illness, meaning it 
spreads when an uninfected 
person’s bloodstream is cont 
aminated as the result of 
direct contact with infected 
blood. A.common mode of 
infection involves a bite from 
a mosquito, after the mosquito 
has bitten a West Nile Virus

ording to Henley, there 


are two types of mosquitoes 
commonly 


that are most 


involved in the transmission 
of West Nile Virus: mammal- 
biting mosquitoes and culex 
mosquitoes. Mammal-biting 
mosquitoes tend to be more 
aggressive, though there's 
less incidence of West Nile 
Virus found in this type of 
mosquito. On the other hand, 
culex mosquitoes are less 
aggressive and tend to pri- 
marily target birds, with the 
occasional mammal included 
on the menu. 

“Culex mosquitoes are less 
aggressive and they're not as 
apt to go after a moving tar- 
get, as [in the case of] the 
mammal-biting varieties. So 
someone who's running and 
active during an outdoor 
sporting event isn’t going to 
really be a prime target. But 
the people who are sitting 
and watching the sporting 
event - particularly around 
dusk - are going to be at risk 
and it’s these people who 
should absolutely be wearing 
repellant. Sitting and relax 
ing on the deck is another 
instance where humans will 
be at risk for bites from Culex 
mosquitoes,” Henley explained 

The spread of West Nile 
Virus is monitored in three 
ways: by testing mosquito 
populations; by testing dead 
birds (blue jays and crows, 
specifically); and any human 
cases of West Nile Virus are 
also logged. 


Mosquito Testing and the 
West Nile Virus 

Mosquito control efforts 
begin in early spring and 
authorities credit this for 
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slowing the spread of the 
virus, which was first discov- 


ered in the West Nile region 


of Uganda in 1937. The West 
Nile Virus was first found in 
North America in the sum- 
mer of 1999.

Therefore, authorities from the 
tern Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Project and other 
similar agencies throughout 
the state begin each season 
by using pesticide tablets to 
treat the water of culverts, 
ponds and other areas of 
stagnant water that tend to 
serve as mosquito nurseries. 

Sporadically throughout the 
summer, mosquito control 
efforts continue both by treat- 
ing the water directly, and 
through the utilization of 
aerosol spraying operations. 
Throughout the late spring 
and early summer, The 
Sastern Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Project conducts 
mosquito spraying operations 
using truck-mounted sprayers, 
which target problematic 
neighborhoods. Using data 
from past years and by ana 
lyzing the geography of a 
community, the Eastern 
Middlesex Mosquito Control 
Project determines which 
areas are most likely to be at 
risk of having high mosquito 
populations, such as those 
neighborhoods that are locat 
ed near marshes or areas of 
wetlands. The spraying oper: 
ation is then scheduled 
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announced publicly and in 
the local newspapers in the 
days prior to the spraying, 
which is performed at dusk. 

The Eastern Middlesex 
Mosquito Control project also 
performs regular mosquito 
collection operations using 
two types of traps, according 
to Henley 

One type of trap is 
described as a light trap, 
which attracts mosquitoes 
using a light and a bit of dry 
ice, which gives off carbon 
dioxide in the same way that 
humans do during breathing, 
thereby attracting mosqui 
toes. The light traps are 
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equipped with a fan that gen 
tly sucks the mosquitoes 
down into a collection net 
The other type of trap is 
described as a “Grabit” trap, 
whi¢h consists of a pan of 
water and a fan and plastic 
box situated above. Since 
culex mosquitoes in particu 


lar are attracted to water 
with a high organic content, 
workers with the Eastern 


Middlesex Mosquito Control 
Project will soak oak leaves 
in a water container for sev 
eral days. The water is then 
poured into the pan affixed to 
the trap, simulating the type 
of organic-rich stagnant 
water that attracts the mos 
quitoes, Culex mosquitoes are 
then attracted to the water to 
lay their eggs and when they 
approach, the fan directs the 
mosquitoes into the enclosed 
portion of the trap. 

The trapped mosquitoes 
are then sent to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health's laboratories for test 
ing for the West Nile Virus. 

So far this season, mosqui: 
toes have tested positive for 
the West Nile Virus in numer: 
ous communities in Massa 
chusetts. The first positive 
mosquito was collected in 
Worcester on June 08. 

According to the Massachu: 
setts Department of Public 
Health, the WNV-positive 
mosquitoes have been located 
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in the following coi 
ties 

Reading: Mosq 
collected on July 
tested positive for the Wé 
Nile Virus. 

Revere: Mosquitoes co 
lected on August 6 have t¢ 
ed positive for the West Nilc 
Virus. 

Medford 
collected on August 12 have 
tested positive for the West 
Nile Virus 

Health officials say that 
when a mosquito test 
tive for mosquitoes, this is 
significant in that the viru 
can then be transmitted to ¢ 
human or animal when a 
mosquito bite occurs. So to 
some degree, the locations 
where West Nile Virus-posi 
tive mosquitoes have been 
discovered are at greater 
risk when it comes to WNV

The University of New 
Hampshire women’s lacrosse 
team was named one of 50 pro- 
grams in Division I to earn 
Academic Squad honors from 
the Intercollegaite Women’s 
Lacrosse Coaches Association, 
the IWLCA announced Monday. 
MICHAELA __ HARDY 
(READING) a junior on the 
2008 Wildcat squad, was among 
the 159 student-athletes named 
to the IWLCA Academic Honor 
Roll. 

Hardy, one of _ five 
IWLCA/U.S. Lacrosse All- 
America selections on the 
Academic Honor Roll, was hon- 
ored earlier this year as the 
2008 America East Women's 
Lacrosse Scholar-Athlete in 
recognition of her excellence 
both on the field and in the 
classroom. 

Hardy, a psychology major 
who started all 19 games, 
ranked 30th in the nation in 
goals per game (2.74), 54th in 
points (59) and 58th in caused 
turnover per game (1.37). She 
led America East in both goals 
per game (3.67) and caused 
turnovers per game (1.50); in 
addition, she was sixth in 
points per game (3.83). Hardy 
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by Paul Feely 


was the team leader in goals 
(52), points (59) and caused 
turnovers (26); the 52 goals is 
eighth on UNH’s list of single- 
season superlatives. She also 
tied for fourth in both assists 
(seven) and ground balls (24). 

As a junior midfielder for the 
Wildcats in the 2008 season, 
Hardy earned IWLCA/U.S. 
Lacrosse All-America Third 
Team accolades, Her other hon- 
ors included wom- 
enslacrosse.com All-America 
Second Team, IWLCA/U.S. 
Lacrosse Northeast Region 
First Team, America East All- 
Conference First Team, 
America East All-Academic 
Team, America East 
Commissioner's Honor Roll and 
America East Defender of the 
Week (twice). 

Teams with a collective 
grade-point-average of 3.0 or 
higher earned the distinction of 
Academic Squad. UNH was one 
of five America East conference 
schools to receive the honor. The 
honored student-athletes must 
have achieved at least junior 
year status and compiled a min- 
imum GPA of 3.20. 

New Hampshire advanced to 
the 2008 NCAA tournament and 
finished with 13 wins (second- 
highest win total in the pro- 
gram’s 32-year history). The 
Wildcats peaked at No. 13 in the 
national rankings, the highest

*At this year’s Olympic 
games, history was made 
when US athlete RONDA 
ROUSEY, 21, became the first 
American woman to win a 
medal in judo, a sport that, on 
the women’s side, only recent- 
ly became, in 1992 at the 
Barcelona games, an official 
Olympic event. 

Rousey was born in Los 
Angeles, California, but 
moved to WAKEFIELD four 
years ago to train with 
Jimmy Pedro at his Judo 
Center. 

Going into Beijing, Rousey 
was considered one of the top 
American women and the 
female judoka (judo player) 
with the best chance to 
medal. She didn’t disappoint 
by taking home the bronze in 
the middleweight 
(70kg/154lbs) class after 
defeating Annett Boehm of 
Germany. 

Her victory came after 
earlier losing to Edith Bosch 
of the Netherlands in the 
third round.

This season, the first birds 
to test positive for the West 
Nile Virus were discovered in 
Newton and Framingham. 
Both birds tested positive on 
July 22, 2008, according to 
state health officials. 

Locally, Burlington, Win- 
chester, Woburn, Reading, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Lynn- 
field, North Reading, Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington have all 
submitted dead birds to the 
Department of Public Health 
for testing. Of those commu- 
nities, a bird tested positive 
for the West Nile Virus in 
Reading 

Other West Nile Virus-pos- 
itive birds have been located 
in Saugus, Haverhill, Boston, 
Weston, Newton, Dedham, 
Winthrop, Dracut, Framing- 
ham, Sudbury, Plymouth and 
Natick, among others. In 
addition, it should be noted

that very few birds have even 
been submitted for testing in 
the central and western por- 
tion of the state. 

If a resident locates a dead 
bird, one of the first questions 
that may come to mind is 
whether that bird is eligible 
for testing. The Massachu- 
setts Department of Public 
Health has set forth the fol- 
lowing standards for bird test- 
ing: 

- The bird must be a crow, 
robin or blue jay. Other birds 
can contract the virus, but 
data suggests that these two 
species are more likely to die 
from the virus, making these 
birds ideal for testing purpos- 
es. 

- The bird must be “fresh” 
and free of visible trauma. 
Birds that have been dead for 
more than 24 hours are not 
eligible for testing. A recent- 
ly-deceased bird’s eyes will 
not be sunken in, nor will 
there be any maggots present 
on the carcass. There should 
be minimal, if any, odor pre- 
sent. 


Dead birds are not 
accepted from all communi- 
ties. After several dead birds 
from a particular city or town 
have tested positive for West 
Nile Virus, additional speci- 
mens are no longer required 
since it’s successfully been 
established that West Nile 
Virus is present in the com- 
munity.

READING - It’s a concept 
so fundamentally sound, so 
clegantly simple, one has to 
wonder why it hasn’t been 
tried before. 

Why not open a local bank 
branch in a high school and

‘This school year, Reading 
Memorial High Schoo] will do 
ust that, opening Reading 
Co-Operative Bank's _ first 
learning Branch, to be locat- 
ed on the first floor of the 
newly remodeled building. 

“The reason to have a 
bank in the building has 


never been greater,” said 
MUS principal Joseph 
[inigan. “In today’s economy 


it is clear that the financial 
sense of the public is limited. 
Between the use of money 
machines and easy credit, it 
is clear that the public has a 


limited understanding of the 
movement of money, spend- 
ing, saving and borrowing.” 

The bank branch was the 
brainchild of Superintendent 
Patrick Schettini. When 
approached by  Schettini 
about opening a_ branch, 
Reading Co-Operative presi 
dent and CEO Julieann M 
Thurlow said that she could- 
n't imagine seeing any other 
town’s name on the bank but 
Reading's, and jumped at the 
chance. 

“It is very exciting for us 
to be educating our communi- 
ty’s teens,” she said. 

The school bank branch 
will be an educational facility 
as well as an actual branch of 
the Reading Co-Operative 
Bank, Thurlow said 
Students, administrators, 
staff and faculty will be able 
to access funds through the 
branch. Students will receive 
free checking accounts, and

have access to traditional 
bank products such as ATM 
and debit cards, passbook 
and ~ statement savings 
accounts, online banking, 
online bill payment, 
Christmas clubs, CDs, per- 
sonal, student and auto loans, 
money orders, and Chamber 
of Commerce gift certifi- 
cates. 

RMHS juniors and seniors 
will learn basic principals 
and practices of banking by 
participating in the bank 
operation, Thurlow said. A 
faculty member in the busi- 
ness department will teach a 
banking course with topics on 
banking fundamentals, 
investing and lending, per- 
sonal finance literacy, under- 
standing credit, managing 
debt, and teller training, 
using the bank branch as a 
lab. They will also learn a 
wide variety of marketing 
concepts and other business 
concepts, Thurlow said. 

“There is so much more to 
banking than people think,” 
she said. “Investing, loans, 
collections, technology secu- 
rity; they will learn all about 
accounting checks and bal- 
ances, and they will see it all 
first hand.” 

One thing the bank won't 
have is an ATM. It will, how- 
ever, have a computer café 
where students can use 
online banking tools to man- 
age their accounts. 

“By having an operating 
bank it is our hope that stu- 
dents will develop financial 

vy,” Finigan said. “It is 
a critical skill in the 21st cen- 
tury and part of our responsi- 
bility to our students. This is 
a program that will grow 
each year and has limitless 
capacity for us.” 

Indeed, Thurlow said she 
envisions the bank eventually 
handling funds brought in 
through sporting events, club 
activities and fundrais In 
the future, she hopes to see 
courses on investing and 
other business and financial 
necessities, perhaps taught 
with an online component. 

And while students gain 
the requisite financial skills 
they will need when they 
leave school, Thurlow said 
the program also functions as 
a recruiting tool for the bank, 
identifying students who may 
consider Reading  Co- 
Operative Bank as a place to 
begin a financial career after 
graduation 

“We're passionate about 
banking as a career, and 
want to pass that apprecia- 
tion for banking along,” she 
said.

Body image is a concern 
for students of all ages 


For the millions of junior 
high, high school and college 
students heading back to 
school shortly, the idea of 
returning to the classroom 
may be met with mixed emo- 
tions. 

While the school experi- 
ence is built upon educational 
advancement, attending 
school is also laregly a social 
experience. Many students 
find themselves working as 
hard to "fit in" as they do to 
improve their grades. These 
pressures can take a toll on 
someone already susceptible 
to emotional and behavioral 
conditions, such as depres- 
sion or anxiety and eating 
disorders, or trigger feelings 
in someone who never strug- 
gled before. Centers like 
Timberline Knolls, a 43-acre 
residential treatment center 
for women and adolescent 
girls, want to educate stu- 
dents and parents about 
potential problems, and let 
them know assistance is 
available when necessary. 

A common concern of stu- 
dents of all ages is body 
image.
